42 A Proclamation for \ arthing Tokens. 


H ereas there hath bene in times paſt ſome toleration in this our 


Kealme, of Tokens of lead commonly knowne by the name ok Far⸗ 
thing Tokens, to paſſe betweene Uintners, Tapfters, Chaundlers, 
Bankers, and other the like Tradeſmen, and their Cuſtomers, where- 
by ſuch (mall poꝛtious and quantities of things vendible, as the necel⸗ 
ſitie, and vſe ſpetially ofthe pooꝛer ſoꝛt of people, doeth oftentimes re⸗ 
quire. may be tonuemiently bought, and ſold without enfozcingmen to 
buy moꝛe ware then Will ſerue fo2 their vſe and occaſions : Fozaſ- 
much thercfoꝛe as the vſe of Farthing Tokens hath init ſelfe a good 
LS end, tending to parſimome, and to the anoydingof waſt in pettie con- 
tracts, and pennie woꝛths; In Which reſpect it cannot be but a great 
comfo2tto the pooꝛer ſoꝛt of people ; And pet neuertheleſſe , the maner of iſſuing and vſe of theſe 
Tokens, as1tpaſſcthnow onely betweene Cuſtomers, docth neither that good to the publique, 
which may by a moꝛt gencrall, and indifferent vle and paſſage of them be effected And beſides, 
euen amongſtthoſe particulers betweene whomthey palle, is moꝛe ſubicct to counterfeiting,loſle, 
and decett : Betaule lometunes they are refuſed as doubtfull things, and ſometimes by the death 
oꝛ remoouc ofthoſe that giue them, are loſt, and diſtredited; The vle, and paſſage of them being 
likewiſe ſore derogation to Our Pꝛerogatiue Royall, ifit be permitted, That any thing what⸗ 
ſoeuer turrant, oꝛ not turrant, ſhould be made a Meaſure of Buying and Selling in any maner of 
ſimilitude to the vſe of Our Moneys : we haue thought good (to the end there may be the grea- 
ter vle, and the leſſe abuſe in the paſſing of Farthing Tokens) not to ſuffer any longer ſuch in 
tonuement, and licentious vle of them, but to giue meanes to Our Subiects to tontinue the good, 
which is in the vſe of them, with ſuch directions, and cautions, as may reſtraine and auopd the 
abuſe; And therekoꝛe haue giuen power and authontie to Our truſtie, and right welbeloued 
! 01 x Toꝛd Haringon Baron of on, and to his Executours Adnumſtratours,Deputies,and Al⸗ 
ſignes, vy Our Letters Patents in that behalfe granted, to make. oꝛ tauſe to be made ſuch a compe⸗ 
tent quantitieof Farthing Tokens of Copper, as may be conueniently iſſued amongſt Our lo- 
ung Subiects within Our Nealmes of England, and Jreland, and Our Dominton of Wales, 
during the terme Our Letters Patents mentioned: Not intending neuerthelefſe thereby to 
make thein Moneyes, o2 Coyne, ſo that any of Our Subtcets ſhould be fozced torecetnethem in 
papments, otherwiſe then with their owne good liting but onely to gite Our louing Dubiects a 
Licenceand meanes to vſe them, accoꝛding to ther occaſious, and that without any Fee charge 02 


tonſtraint in any Wile impoſed vpon them. 


And wWekarther will andcommand, That the ſaid Farthing Tokens ſhall be made cractly,aud 
artificially of Copper by Engins, and inſtruments, hauing on the one ſide two Scepters croſſing 
vnder one Diademe, and on the other ſide a Harpe crowned, with our Title, lacobus Dei gratia Mag- 
ne Britanniz , « .anciz, & Hiberniæ Rex: With à pꝛiuie Marke to bee let vpon them from time to time, 
whereby to diſcerne and diſtinguiſh them, to be altered acco2ding to occaſion, foꝛ pꝛeuenting ol tal⸗ 
ſify ig and counterfeiting or the lame; which Farthing Tokens may paſſe between man and man 
c02 tye value of Farthings within our ſaid Realms, and Dominious,with the liking and conſent 
9; uch our louing Subiects, as ſhall require oꝛ agree to haue, vſe, oꝛ reteiue the ſame: 

And therefoꝛe We doc by theſe pꝛelents aſwell publiſh our Royall will and pleaſure, That ſuch 
dur Farthing Tokens of Copper may paſſe amongſt our Subiects, (as afoꝛeſaid) as allo ſtraitly 
vꝛohibite, and foꝛbid all and euery perſon and perſons whatſocuer,not onelyto foꝛbeare from, and 
after the feaſt of the Natimtie of S. John Baptiſt next following the date of this our Pꝛotlama⸗ 
lion, to ble, deliuer, oꝛ reteiue any ſuch Leaden Tokens, as haue foꝛmerly been tolerated by abuſe, 
but allo to make, oz counterfeit ſuch Our Farthing Tokens of Copper, oꝛ the Engins oꝛ Inſtru⸗ 
ments whereby they ſhall be made, oꝛ any ok them, being made foz the making ok anp Farthing 
Tokens, oꝛ to ble, oꝛ vtter any other Farthing Tokens whatſocuer , either made, oꝛ counterfet- 
ted within Our Kealmes oꝛ Dominions, oꝛ in the parts beyond the Seas, vpon ſuch Paines, Pe⸗ 
nalties, and Jmpaſonments, as bythe Lawes and Statutes ofthis Our Realme of England, 
and Our Pꝛerogatiue Nopall tan, oꝛ map beinflicted vpon them foꝛ their contempt,and bꝛeach of 
Our Conmandement Vopall in this behalfc. And fo2 the better diſtributing and diſperſing of our 
{aid Farthing Tokens fo2 the vſe of Our Subiects, in maner and forme befoze expꝛeſſed. 
Wee haue willed and commanded the ſaid Lo2d Harington, (Who hath likewiſe agreed, and vnder⸗ 
taken foꝛ him, and his Deputies accozdingly,and put in ſufficient ſeturitie vnto vs to perfoꝛme the 
lame) to deliuer fooꝛth the rate of one and twenty ſhillingsin Farthing Tokens fo2 eucrytwen- 
y ſhhulings in Moneys ſterling , which any of our loning Subiects ſhall giue foꝛ the ſame: and 
ili e wiſe fo: and during the ſpace of one ycere, vntill the ſaid Farthing Tokens be growen vnto a 
moe gencrall ple, ⁊ map be well diſperſed within our ſaid Realines and donuntons, to deliner vn⸗ 
[0 ally Our louuig Subietts, that (hall finde himſelfe ſurcharged with moze of Pur Farthing 
Lokecnsthcu he tan connentently vtter foz his ble and occaſions, the ſummeoftwentie ſhillings 
in Sterlingmoueys, foꝛ euery ſumme ofone and twenty ſhillings in Farthing Tokens, and after 
that rate foꝛ leſſer ſummes, where any Tradeſman ſhall require the tame : Straiiiy charging 
and commanding all and ſingular Maio:s , Sheriffes,Conſtables,Headbozoughs,Comptrollers, 
Cuſtomers,Searchers,Waiters,and all other Officers, and Miniſters to whom it ſhall, o2may 
appertaine, to bee Carefull, and diligent in apding, and aſſiſtingtheſaid Lozd Harington, His Exe- 
cuto2s, Adminiſtratoꝛs, Deputies, and Aſſignes by alllawfull, and tonuement meanes, to ſee the 
due exetution of this our Pꝛotlamation; aſwellin the reſtrainingand ſuppꝛeſſing ot the ſayd Lea- 
den Tokens foꝛmerly vſed, as in the ſearching, ſetzing, and finding out ok any counterfeit Far⸗ 
thing Tokens, made within our ſald Realmes and Domintons, oꝛ any the parts beyond the 
Seas, oꝛ the Engines whereby they were made, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and ſuch 
paines and puniſhments, as by the Lawes, and Statutes ofthis Our Realme ot England and 
Our pꝛerogatiue Nopall may, oꝛ can beinflicted vpon them foz their contempt in that behalfe.
